Hereas ol late yeeres, there hath ben an intermiſſion of the ſree traflifie of 
777% | Marchauntes, betwixt the kyngdomes and Countrexes cfthe Queenes Ma⸗ 
ni WR 8 teſtie of Englande,and the kyng of Poꝛtugall, by reaſon ol certayne (tapes and 
earrelles made of diuers ſubiectes on both partes, with their goodes and ſhyps, 
eto the hynderaunce and diſcommoditie of both the ſayde Realmeg and byng⸗ 
8 7 0 i domes. without any intention of eyther ofthe ſaydPzinces to bꝛeake oꝛ violate 
the auncient amities and confederations continuing in fozce betwixt them, oꝛ 


mite nouriſhed and ma intayned by the mutual commerce ol the ſubiects on epther parte. So it is, that both 
in chaielties good meanynges towardes the continuaunce of their mutual amitie, and reſtoꝛyng ol the ſayd 
n being made kno wen fromthe one to the other by ſuche their good miniſters as haue been herein led: 
cy it is in theyꝛ names accoꝛded, that all maner ſubiectes of both the ſayd Pꝛinces, ol what kyngdome 
xComtrey ſo euer they be, from the. xv. day ol this pꝛeſent moneth ol Mouember, ſhall and may from the ſayde 
me ble thelyke mutuall traffike fo2 Marchaundizes, and in the ſame places: that is to ſay , her Maieſl ies 

lines, in the kyngdomes of Poꝛtugall and Algarbia, and in the Jles ol Mederd and X30ze : and lyne wyſe 
I drlublects ol the kyng ol Poꝛtugal, in England and Ireland, as they were lawfully accuſtomed befoze p ſayd 
les And fo2 that it is meant, that al occaſions of controuerſies and differences, that haue happened bet wixt 
teubiectes ol eyther part, ſince the tyme of the ſayde arreſles, chould be heard and determined: It is oꝛdeyned, 
tatthis reſtitution of the tralline, hal remayne from the ſayde. xv. day of Nouember, duryng the ſpace ol thꝛee 
un next enſupng, to the intent that diuers Commiſſioners (to be a»poyntedbythe ſapde Pꝛinces within 
thremonethes after the layde. xv. day ol this Nouember)may ſpeedyly heare, oꝛder, and determine, luche dille⸗ 
n nd that at the ende ol the ſapde thꝛee peeres, yl by the ſayde Pꝛinces in the meane tyme it be not other · 
weprouided koꝛ continuaunce of the ſayde traffike to haue a perpetuall continuaunce, no newe arreſtes ſhal- 
kunde ofany thynges bꝛought into the kyngdomes and Jles afozeſayde,ofeyther ofthe ſayde pꝛinces, duryng 
i tyme ofthe ſayde thꝛee yeeres. Whereloꝛe the Queenes Maieſtie hath thought it neceſſarie, lyke as it is a⸗ 
daa chat the ſayde king of Poztugall Hall do the lyke , to notilie to al her ſubiectes the p:emilles , to thintent 
may as they hall fynde meete and conuentent)reſozt to the kyngdomes and Jlandes aloꝛeſayd of the ſayd 
and there vſe the lawfull and free traffike of Marchaundizes, as befoze the laſt reſtrapnt was lawfully by 
en dled: Chargyng them to geue none occaſion of offence to the ſayd king oꝛ his ſubiectes, but to behaue them 
Wsinſuche ſozte,as thamitie betwixt the ſayde Pꝛinces, and traffike bet wixt their ſubiectes may continue, 
aher and comtoꝛt of the Pꝛinces, and the mutuall concoꝛde and benetite ol theyꝛ people.

Wa refepned,by any of they: ſubtectes, any Rebels,Traytours,o2 Fugitiues, ſubiectes to epther of they: 
®Dateſties, nozgeye any ayde, fauour,oz allillance, oꝛ ſuffer to be geuen, to any ſuch Nebels, Troytours, 


then bttermolt peryls. Ind foz that it may fal out, by reaſon of the publication ofthis pzeſent accoꝛde here with- 
nher Maieſlies Domintons,that ſome of her Maieſties lubiectes may happen to trafike into the kynges 
laydkyngdomes,and fo2 want ol not vnderſtanding this pzeſent concluſton and agreement, by the ſayd kynges 
nner, be arreſted there: it is alſo accozded,that vpon notice geuen vnto the ſayde kiyng, the ſhippes ſo arreſted

ſaydeconcluſion to the kyng his mailler, vnto alſuche marchantes and ſubiectes as ſhal requyze the ſame, foz 
they: better ſafetie . nohereol her Maieſtie thought it neceſſarie to make this offer of aſſurance pꝛomiled by the 
ldeJmbaſſadour in the name ofthe kyng his maiſter, to be knowen vnto her ſayde ſublectes, to thende they 
map be better aſſured howe to deale. and what meanes ther haue to vſe foz they? ſafetie, in caſe any ſuch arreſt 


tunde happen, vntyl Ipke publication be made within the ſaxde Kynges Realmes and Dominions, as is here
